Before aafcnrklng on our aubjaot, 1 would ilka to aaka a few raaarka about 
nadlanl onra in general, alnaa it la directly ralatad to aadlcal oara for tha aged. 
Tba apponanta of tna Adwlnlatratlona Hoapltal Inauranca Act of 1963* HR 3920 and 
9600, prlnerily tha Anarloan Madloal Aaaoclatlon, In arguing thalr poaltlon, 
freq u ently nada tha atataaant. In aaaanca, wa hava tha baat aadlcal oara In tha 
world, tharafora, lot'a kaap tha atatua quo. 1 will not argua with tha atataaant 
that wa hava, the potentiality of providing tha baat In aadlcal cara for our paopla, 
but thalr la a graat dlffaranca batwaan potantla1 and actual application. 

Wa ara not tha country with tha grantaat longevity ' 

Wa ara not tha oountry with tha lowaat aatamal or Infant aortallty retail 

Wa do rata high in othar araaa. 

Wa ara tha oountry with tha hlghaat daath rata froa Cardie Vaacular dla^aaaj 

Wa ara tha enuntry with tha hlghaat daath rata fren Olabataa! 

Wa ara tha enuntry with tha hlghaat daath rata fren aooldanta and wa hava tha 

aaoond h'gheat daath rata fran oenoer, >*. Luther Tarry, tha Surgaon General 
of tha r altad Stataa, had thla to aay raoantly - In 1963, 130,000 llvaa will ba 

loat and a nllllon piople will ba dlaablad baca iaa of tha graat ]ag In tha nadlcal 

anowladge wa poaaaaa and tha application of that knowledge, ^’ntll thla graat 
anowledge la avallaba to all of our paopla, and not Juat tha aalact faw who hava 
tha ability to pay, oan wa real aaally. 

Thera ara preaant In our populat'on today 17* nllllon paopla, agac 65 yaara 
and over, nearly ona-tenth of our population and thalr nunbar lncraaaaa by 1,000 
avary day, 0jr I960, they will number nearly 23 Million. Today thoro arc already 
23 Million paopla aged 60 and over, naarly 6 nllllon aged 75 and over ana nore than 
10,000 ove r tha aga of 100. In 1900, tha average life expentency at birth was 

yaara. LI fa expectancy at birth now avaragaa 70 yaara. while our population

Preeldent Kennedy In hie aaaaege to oongraaa, February 21, 1963, had 
thla to aay, and 1 quota, "Thla lnoraeae in tha llfaapan and In tha nuaoar of 


oar aanlor oltlaana, praaanta thla nation with lnoraaaad opportunltleei tha 
opportunity to draw upon tholr aklll and aagaolty and tha opportunity to pro- 
wlda tha raapaet and rooognltlon thay hava earned. It la not anough for a 
grant nation aaroly to hava add ad naw yaara to Ufa - our objective auat 
alao ba to add naw Ufa to thoae yaara. In tha laat thraa daoadaa, thla 
nation iaa aado eanaldarabla progress In aaaurlng our oldar oltlaana tha 
aoourlty and dignity a llfatlna of labor daaorvaa. But tha "laat of Ufa 
for irtilah tha flrot waa aada la atlll not a goldan aga for all our oltlaana.

working to aoolallto tha boalo lnatltutlona of thla nation. So far, thay hava 
coo to rad thalr ettontlone on the aadlcal profaaalon, but thay cannot atop hare 



Along tha mim lino, 1 would Ilka to quota a coment by Mlohasl M. 
DsTte, mI nant aoolal scientist In a laotura delivered at Billing* Fospltsl, 
'alvsralty of Chicago an May 23, 1963, " 1 do not naod to dwell upon the 
nags tl vs raoord of the Aaarloan Madloal Aaaoolation and aost state and 
oourity asdloal Soolatlaa. A half osntury of sxpsrianos doss not prevent 
surprise, sorrow and sngsr whan 1 rsad the on*-aided stateaanta and tha 
alareprasentatlons of fact offered physlolsns by their national professional 
agency In lta oaapslgn sgslnst hospital cars for tha aged through social 
esrrurlty. Th* seas atandarl of lapsrtlslity snd accuracy that characterize 
tha AMA*s aolsntlflo artlolss do not obtain In its articles dealing with 
tha aconoslc and polltloal sapects of asdlcins.” End of quota 



if they are to aoeompllah their task. They eust eventually brine under 
th» Sooialiatio yoke all the major professions if they ara to fulfill thalr 
gosls, for aa Arthur SchleaLnger, advisor to the President, wrote in 
"Partisan Review in 19**7", "If Soolallsm la to preserva democracy, it muat be 
bnught about atep by atap in a way which will not diarupt tha fabric of custom, 
law and mutual confidence upon which peraonal rights depend. Tha transition 
ia:at ba piacamaal, it muat be parliamentary, it muat respect civil liberties 
and the due prooeaa of law." End of quota, Hr. innis quoting Mr. Schleslnger 
aa one of tha alnlatar elements. I certainly see nothing wrong with the 
s'.epa whloh Mr. Schlesinger suggests as long as they represent the will of the 
majority of tha people. 

A few atatiatlca from the Bureau of the Sensua - i960 - tells us that 
tha median lnoome la $2530, where the head of a two person family is 65 and 
over and $531** where the head of the family la under 65 . For inclviduala 
living alona tha median lnoome la $1053 for age 65 and over and $2571 under 
tha aga of 65 . Other atatiatlca ahow that it is no longer disputed that 
90$ of tha ot and over group have annual incomes of less that $2000 and that 
for 60 C tha lnoome la leaa that $1000. Seven million, seven hundred thousand 
older people have leaa than $500 in liquid aasets. Concerning the statistics 
whloh I have mentioned, 'Or. Annla furthar states in hla Detroit address, 

"Their figure la atatlatlcally true, but deliberately misleading. My wife 
and I have eight children, so in the Annls family, 904 of them have no 
ino • at all.f End of quota. I ask you, who is trying to mislead who? 
Certainly children are not Included in these Income statistics.^ 

Tho allegation us been made that the Administrations Hospital 


Inauranoe Act of 1963* HR 3920 and S880, is Just an opening wedge for 
Rational health insurance. The proposal is essentially complete. It is 
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designed to M«t the problaw of tho aged not having tho financial resources 
to purchase adequate protaction against thalr above avaraga haalth bills. 
Soo.al security provides a workable isaohanlsa through Mhlch thay can pay 
toward tha needed haalth lnsuranoa covaraga during thalr working yaars. 

Thara aay ba aoaa youngar people without adaquata haalth insurance, but 
aost oan afford to purohasa It from thalr work Income. «Jhlle only a portion 
of tha haalth coats of tha agad would ba covarad under tha proposal, this 
portion la ona that la often Involved In expensive Illnesses where tha 
need la greatest. Once this basic protection la provided, a large portion 
a. tha elderly will buy supplementary protection against tha coat of 
physicians and dentists services and druga - just aa thay have In tha ossa 
of Old Age Survivors lnsuranoa benefits. If thara la basic social security 
protection, If private supplementary protection expands, as oan ba expected, 
thara will ba no need to go further than tha present proposal, Furthermore, 
any extension of thr prograa would have to ba legislated by Congress. Thara 
la no reaaoa to assume that once they have voted tha Social Security hospital 
lnauranoe prograa Into law, congressmen and senators will sudder ly loee all 
orltloal Judge mant and begin to enact haalth legislation tho ilmrican people 
neither need nor want. 

The need of hospitalisation for the elderly remains at more than 
twloe that of the reat of the population. Sufficient time has elspsed to 
substantially prove the Inadequacy of voluntary coswsrclal insurance plans 
to maet the needs of this high rlak group at premium rates they can afford. 

The ooet of the lowest comprehensive health policy Is over *400 per year for 1 
an aged oouple and this polloy leaves aubstsnclal health costs uncovered. 
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■Vary raoantly, lnauranee coopeniee have begun of faring nev plans 
for tha elderly, and in on doing have fully demonstrated tha coats of 
insuring ao high-risk a group. In its firat fiftaan aontha of operation, 
tha plan known aa •Connecticut 65 ", a poolad risk venture in whioft 32 
Malth inauranoa ooopaniaa participate^ paid out over half a million 
lollara taara than it oollaotad." 






Tr. Beall C. Molaan, foraar Praaldant of tha National Blue Croaa 
Aeeoolatioa had thla ta eey cn ■abruary 5 , i 960 and I quota, "A lifatiaa'a 
experience ha a lad ne at laat to oonoluda that tha ooata of oara of tha aged 
oaanot ba aat, unaided, by the aaohanlaa of inauranoa or prepayment aa thay 
aaciat taday. Tha i(ad aiaply cannot afford to buy froo any of thaaa tha 
aoopa af oara that la raqulrad, nor do tha atom coepatltlva raalltlaa 
parait any oarriar, whether non-profit or aoaaarclal to provide banafita which 
ara adaquata at a prioa which ia faaaibla for any but a aaall proportion of 
of '.ha aged." and of quota. 

It ia regrettable tliat vary fan aged paopla can afford tt* axtenalve 
haalth Inauranoa ooverage that la | poaalbla undar voluntary inauranoa. However 
with baaio haalth Inauranoa oovaraga undar Soolal Sacurlty, older paopla 
would only naad to buy aupplanantal protection, and raallv adaquata protection 
mx 1/1 no longer ba wlahful thinking but inataad a practloal reality. 

Tha Karr-Mllla Bill haa bean offarad aa tha enewar to the problem. 

It baa not bean tha enewar,, Aa of Juno 30, 1963 , half tha atataa atlll 
had no Karr-Mllla Medloel Jlaaiatance for tha agad prograo in affaot. beea 
that 7 out of every 1000 paraona over 65 ware drawing banafita. Banafita 
vary in all of tha atataa and ara often aeverely Halted. For axaapla,

Keatueky allowa 10 daya of hoapl tali eat ion and than only for life endangering 
oondltiona. 

Ala neon Wlloox, Qenerel Counaal of tha Dept. of Health, Education 
and ’welfare and foraar Sound 1 for tha Anar loan Hoapltal Aaaoclatlon atatad 
on May 1, 1963 , and 1 quota, "Soolal inauranoa la to aconoelc wall being 
iffiat preventive Medicine la to haalth. Soolal inauranoa aaeka to prevent 
poverty from arlaing, while relief aaaauraa, auoh aa publlo aaalatanca and 
Karr-Mllla, deal with poverty after it haa bacons a faot. Tha underlying 
leeue in tha ourrent debate la whether wa ahall foraatall, ao far aa wa 



aan, the poverty which health coats oraete among the aged; or whether 
we aiall welt for poverty to ooour and einiater only to thoae who have 
already exhausted their reaouroea. On July 31* 1963, Qovernor John M. 

Dalton of Mlaaourl votoed the Kerr-Mllla Bill for the near-needy. In 
hla veto aeaaage the governor aaaerted that the uncertainty of the future 
ooat of aueh a prograa askes it undealrable at thla tlae. Other objections 
to the bill wore baaed on the traasndous administrative coats Involved, in 
aa Mich as careful ohecka would have to be made on anyone applying for thla 
aid to deteralne whether he qualifies. 

•Soolallaed aadiolne" is being used as a scare slogan against tho 
Administration Hospital Insurance Act of 1963, HR 3920 and 5880, Hospital 
lnauranoe through Social Security is no more like socialised aediclne than 
are Blue Cross or othor Insurance plans that pay hospital or nodical bills. 
Socialised aediclne la a ayat.oa where doctors work aa eaployeea of the 
govo-ment and the governaent. owns tho aedlosl facilities. Hospital iisuranoe 
through aoolal security la not socialised aediclne. inder the hospital 
lnauranoe prograa tho government would not provido any aervlcs, but only 
pronde baalo hospital lnauranoe for the aged. Hospital and other services 
would be paid in such the sans way that Blue Cross and other lnauranoe would 
p*y. 

The proposed law stated specifically that the goverrvaant cannot 
control, regulate, or Interfere with the practloe of aediclne or the 
operation of participating hospitals. Tho bill gives gov*irnnont no aore 
authority over hospitals than Blue Cross now has. In fact, the governaent 
would have leas authority thin Blue Cross since it could not set up 
criteria that are aore strict than those approved by the professionally 




sponsored Joint cosstlsslon on ths Accreditation of Hospitals. Doctors 
■ ■tissiii i> will still dsolds whst pstlsnts to ednlt snd wtnt pstlsnts 
to discharge. Physicians Mill still dsclds whst trsstswnt to give. All 
that govamsMint would do la asst it ha cost of ths hsslth services defined 
by ths lsw after thay are (Ivan to ths patient. 

The national Association of Social Workers, one of ths nany national 
organisations supporting ths Administrations Hospital insurance Act of 1^^3» 

V 3920 and 3880, consisting of thousands of people who dally cone face to 
face with the probleas of tha haalth needs of the aged had this to say and 
1 ouote, "The total syst«m of social insurance, in order to fulfill its 
social purpose in Aaerloen life, should protect all workers snd their 
dependents against tha asjor econoalc hasards of aodem life snd should 
provide benefits adequate to aelntsln s reasonable standard of living con- 
eeasurate with tha nations productive capacity and sense of social Justice - 
We have studied the argunsnts against extentlon of OASDI to health care. 

We oaimot agree with then. The patients free choice of hospital or 
physician 1* net eurtallsd. It is not s free aervloe. It does not have 
to reduee quality of care. It will not discourage nedlcal education, research 
or advancaaent. It is not socialised nedlclne. It la not s systen of 
reglnentlng doctors or bringing than under bureaucratic control." End of quots. 

The allegation has been nade that the burden of Social Security taxes 
Alls noat heavily on lew snd nlddle Incone workers, labor has beer one 
of the noat vocal advoeatss of the Adnlnlstratlons Hospital Insurance Act of 
1?63, HR 3920 and S880, despite this allegation. Workers do not object. 
Workers ,and this has been eade clear by the organisations that represent then 
want to pay their share toward social security. This gives then a tangible 
interest la the progran end an earned right to ths benefits of the progran.
